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REPORT. 


Medical  Inspection  of  Vessels. 

During  the  year  four  hundred  and  82  inspections  of 
vessels  (255  day  and  227  night)  have  been  made  with  a view 
to  detecting  and  investigating  the  cause  of  sickness,  the  removal 
of  persons  suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  hospital,  and 
the  remedying  of  sanitary  defects.

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Infectious  Diseases. 

A list  of  infected  or  suspected  ports  is  issued  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  to  H.M. 
Customs,  the  Humber  Pilots,  the  dockmasters  and  shipping 
agents.  The  list  is  revised  periodically. 

Small  Pox  and  Typhoid  Fever  in  Spanish  Ports. 

On  account  of  an  epidemic  of  Small-Pox  and  Typhoid 
Fever  at  Valencia,  and  a variable  number  of  cases  in  other  ports, 
which  are  the  outlet  of  the  fruit  bearing  district  of  Spain,  it 
was  found  advisable  to  put  all  the  Spanish  Ports  on  the  Infected 
or  Suspected  List.  This  was  very  necessary  on  account 
of  the  large  number  of  vessels  arriving  at  Hull  with 
fruit  from  these  Ports,  and  also  because  the  time  taken  on  the 
voyage  between  these  Ports  and  Hull  is  well  within  the 
incubation  period  for  these  diseases.  As  a further  precaution, 
your  Inspectors  board  these  vessels  daily  during  the  time  they 
are  in  the  Dock. 

Typhoid  Fever — 

On  Saturday,  24th  March,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  boarded  the  Norwegian  s.s.  “ Dagali  ” from  Bathurst 
(West  African  Port).  Two  Norwegian  seamen,  I.  I.,  aged  27 
years,  and  K.  M.,  aged  17  years,  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Typhoid  Fever.  They  were  removed  to  the  Evan  Fraser 
Hospital  for  treatment,  and  discharged,  convalescent,  on  the  5th 
April,  1923. 

On  Sunday,  6th  May,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Ariosto  ” from  Karachi  via  Dunkirk. 
Three  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  two  of  which  were  removed 
to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital.  (1)  F.  H.,  aged  43  years,  Lascar 
seaman,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  (2) 
A.  A.,  aged  28  years,  Lascar  seaman,  was  admitted  for  isolation, 
but  did  not  develop  any  infectious  disease. 

The  former  was  discharged  from  hospital  on  the  22nd 
June  and  the  latter  ©n  the  15th  May,  1923. 
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On  Thursday,  16th  August,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Tabarka  ” from  Karachi.  K.  A. 
aged  25  years,  Lettish  donkey-man,  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Typhoid  Fever.  He  was  removed  to  the  City  Hospital, 
and  discharged,  convalescent,  on  the  10th  October,  1923. 

On  Monday,  24th  September,  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  boarded  the  s.s.  “Phar”  from  Sierre  Leone  (West 
African  Port).  E.  M.,  aged  32  years,  Clerk,  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  He  was  removed  to  the  City 
Hospital,  and  discharged,  convalescent,  on  the  19th  October, 
1923. 

Chicken  Pox — 

On  Thursday,  19th  July,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Orlando,”  from  Danzic,  H.  K., 
aged  5 years,  female,  Polish,  transmigrant,  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Chicken-Pox.  The  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  together  with  the  mother  and  three  other 
children.  The  family  was  discharged  from  Hospital  on  the  10th 
August. 

Small  Pox — 

On  Tuesday,  December  24th,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  boarded  the  Norwegian  s.s.  “ Baune  ” from  Castellon. 
W.  H.,  age  21,  cook,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Small-Pox. 
He  was  removed  to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital.  The  usual 
precautions  were  taken.  The  patient  was  discharged,  conva- 
lescent, on  the  23rd  January,  1924. 

Tonsilitis — 

On  Wednesday,  26th  December,  your  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Baune  ” from  Castellon 
(re-visit).  K.  K.,  aged  20,  fireman,  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Tonsilitis.  The  patient  was  admitted  into  the  Evan 
Fraser  Hospital.  He  was  discharged,  convalescent,  on  the 
14th  January,  1924. 

Malarial  Fever — Typhoid  Fever — 

On  Sunday,  15th  April,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  boarded  the  Dutch  s.s.  u Merak  ” from  Rosario,  via 
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Las  Palmas.  A.  H.,  aged  35  years,  dutch,  cook,  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  Malarial  Fever,  with  complications.  The 
patient  was  removed  to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital  for  isolation 
and  observation.  Malaria — Typhoid  Fever  was  diagonised. 
The  patient  recovered  and  was  discharged  on  the  22nd  June, 
1923. 

Malarial  Fever — Phthisis — 

On  Thursday,  23rd  August,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Hunnie  ” from  Karachi.  H.  A., 
aged  20,  Lascar,  trimmer,  was  found  to  be  suffering  with 
Malarial  Fever,  with  complications.  The  patient  was  removed 
to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital  for  isolation,  and  observation. 
Malarial — Phthisis  was  diagonised.  The  patient  died  on  the 
25th  September,  1923. 

Malarial  Fever- 

On  Wednesday,  25th  April,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
boarded  the  s.s.  “ Biafra  ” from  Conakry  (West  African  Port). 
On  medical  examination  of  the  crew  J.  C.  C.,  aged  25  years, 
carpenter,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Malarial  Fever. 
The  patient  was  removed  to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  and  was 
discharged,  convalescent,  on  2nd  May,  1923. 

On  Tuesday,  12th  June,  a notification  was  received  from  a 
Medical  Practitioner,  that  a case  of  Malarial  Fever  on  board  the 
s.s.  “ Bodnant  ” from  Bathurst  (West  Africa)  should  be  removed 
to  hospital  for  treatment.  Patient,  H.  F.  F.  C.,  aged  24  years, 
Marconi  Operator,  was  admitted  into  hospital  the  same  day, 
and  was  discharged,  convalescent,  on  the  29th  June,  1923. 

On  Thursday,  7th  June,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Taransay  ” from  Karachi.  One  of 
the  crew  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Lumbago.  Medical 
treatment  was  recommended. 

A further  case  of  sickness  was  reported  on  the  20th  June, 
which  on  examination,  proved  to  be  Malarial  Fever.  The 
patient,  a Lascar,  fireman,  was  removed  to  the  Evan  Fraser 
Hospital,  and  discharged,  convalescent,  on  29th  June,  1923. 
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On  Wednesday,  27th  June,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Boutry  ” from  Sierre  Leone  (West 
African  Port).  On  medical  examination  of  the  crew,  P.D., 
aged  19  years,  ordinary  seaman,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Malarial  Fever.  He  was  removed  to  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital, 
and  discharged,  convalescent,  on  the  9th  July,  1923. 

On  Tuesday,  16th  October,  your  Assistant  Officer  of 

Health  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Jebba  ” from  Dakar  (West  .African 

% 

Port);  Five  cases  of  sickness  were  reported  by  the  Master  of 
the  ship,  i.e.,  (1)  R.  R.,  aged  29  years,  Quarter-Master,  Malarial 
Fever.  (2)  A.  C.,  aged  21  years,  cook,  Venereal  Disease.  (3) 
H.  E.,  aged  29  years,  Negro  fireman,  enlarged  glands  and 
umbelical  Hernia.  (4)  G.  D.,  aged  27  years,  Negro  fireman, 
Hydrocele.  (5)  H.  M.,  aged  23  years,  Negro  fireman,  Malarial 
Fever,  recovered. 

The  case  of  Malarial  Fever  was  removed  to  the  City 
Hospital.  Discharged,  cured,  on  the  22nd  October,  1923. 

On  Friday,  23rd  November,  your  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  boarded  in  Hull  Roads  the  Danish  s.s.  “ Vega  ” 
from  West  African  Ports,  via  Brest.  The  Master  reported  that 
most  of  the  crew  had  been  ill  during  the  voyage.  One  seaman 
was  admitted  into  hospital  at  Brest,  on  the  19th  November, 
and  died  the  following  day.  There  were  nine  cases  of  sickness 
on  board  on  arrival  here,  four  of  which  were  removed  to  the 
Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  suffering  from  Malignant  Malarial 
Fever.  There  were  discharged  from  hospital,  convalescent, 
on  the  14th  December,  1923. 

The  other  cases  were  medically  treated  by  a private 
practitioner  on  board. 

Isolation — 

On  Monday,  17th  April,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  boarded  the  Norwegian  s.s.  “ Ullstad  ” from  Karachi. 
Two  of  the  members  of  the  crew  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
enlarged  inguinal  glands.  They  were  admitted  into  hospital 
for  observation  and  after  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
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contents  of  these  glands,  they  were  discharged,  cured,  on  the 
20th  April. 

On  Monday,  24th  December,  your  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  boarded  the  s.s.  “ Truro  City  ” from  Karachi. 
P.  D.  J.,  age  23,  A.B.,  American,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
enlarged  inguinal  glands.  He  was  admitted  into  the  Evan 
Fraser  Hospital  for  observation  and  was  detained  until  the 
18th  February,  1924,  when  he  was  discharged. 

Death  at  Sea. 

The  s.t.  “ Hornbill  ” arrived  at  this  port  on  the  30th  March, 
with  the  dead  body  of  the  Skipper,  G.  D.,  on  board.  The  Mate 
in  charge  reported  that  deceased  had  died  suddenly,  having 
collapsed  at  his  work  on  the  29th.  He  expired  within  a few 
minutes,  after  removal  to  his  berth.  Your  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  inspected  the  body  and  ordered  its  removal  to  the  City 
Mortuary,  for  Post-Mortem  and  Inquest.  Cause  of  death, 
Heart-failure. 

On  27th  August  the  Belgian  steamer  “ Trevier  ” from 
Antwerp  reported  a death  at  sea,  and  the  body  was  still  on  board. 
At  7 a.m.,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  boarded 
the  vessel  and  examined  the  body.  From  its  appearance  and 
the  history  of  the  illness,  he  was  of  opinion  that  death  was  due 
to  Cardiac  Disease. 

The  Post-Mortem  at  the  City  Mortuary  confirmed  this 
diagonis. 

On  13th  September  the  s.s.  “ Aylestone  ” from  Uleaborg 
(Finland)  reported  the  dead  body  of  the  late  Master  E.  D.,  on 
board. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  boarded  the  vessel  at  King 
George  Dock,  and  found,  on  enquiry,  that  the  deceased  had 
died  at  Uleaborg  on  the  3rd  of  September.  A death  Certificate 
signed  by  a Medical  Practitioner,  and  vised  by  the  British 
Consul  at  Uleaborg,  was  produced.  Cause  of  death,  Apoplexy. 

The  body  was  removed  to  Middlesbrough  for  burial. 
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Death  on  board  Ship. 

On  Friday,  6th  April,  your  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  boarded  the  German  steamer  ” Dione  ” to  investi- 
gate the  death  of  C.  T.,  age  40,  Chief  Engineer.  The  deceased 
collapsed  and  became  unconcious  whilst  examining  the  anchor 
fastenings.  He  was  removed  to  his  room,  where  he  expired 
in  a few  minutes.  The  symptoms  described  by  the  Chief  Officer, 
pointed  to  cereberal  haemorrhage,  and  this  was  confirmed  at 
the  post-mortem  examination,  which  your  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  attended. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Aliens. 

As  ships  carrying  alien  passengers  may  land  these  at  any 
of  the  docks  or  quays  there  is  no  medical  inspection  hut  provided. 
The  medical  inspector  is  notified  where  and  when  his  services 
are  required  by  the  Chief  Emigration  Officer  and  the 
examination  of  aliens  takes  place  in  some  suitable  place  on 
board  the  vessel.  This  seems  to  be  the  most  practical  and  the 
best  arrangement  possible  under  the  circumstances.  The 
medical  officer  is  attended  on  these  occasions  by  one  of  the 
Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  by  the  female  attendant,  who  is 
always  present  during  the  examination  of  females.  Her 
services  as  an  interpreter  are  often  valuable. 

These  transmigrants  are  bound  for  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  for  Canada.  Their  reduction  in  numbers  of  late 
years  has  been  due  to  the  strict  immigration  laws  of  the  former 
country. 

These  transmigrants  are  chiefly  drawn  from  Norway, 
Sweden,  Finland  and  Poland,  and  a fair  proportion  of  them  are 
United  States  Citizens  returning  from  a visit  to  their  native 
country,  and  are  for  the  most  part  prosperous,  clean  and 
healthy. 

In  relation  to  health  and  cleanliness,  the  Norwegians  and 
Swedes  come  first,  followed  very  closely  by  the  Finns,  but  the 
Pole  is  far  behind  these  in  the  matter  of  personal  hygiene. 
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Several  cases  of  Scabies  have  been  noted  amongst  trans- 
migrants and  these  have  been  treated  at  your  Disinfecting 
Station  before  proceeding. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  Trachoma  and  Con- 
junctivitis were  fairly  common  conditions.  A goodly  number 
of  Conjunctivitis  cases  are  still  seen,  but  on  account  of  the  medical 
examination  at  the  port  of  embarkation,  Trachoma  cases  are 
rare. 

All  aliens  including  alien  seamen,  arriving  at  this  port 
are  subjected  to  medical  examination  with  the  exception  of 
those  coming  for  short  periods  on  business  or  pleasure. 

The  total  number  of  aliens  examined  during  the  year 
was  21,850.  Particulars  regarding  this  number  are  given  in 
Table,  Medical  Inspection  of  Aliens,  page  70. 

Amongst  Aliens  and  Transmigrants  there  were  977  cases 
of  sickness  (see  Table,  pages  18  and  19).

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  or  of  doubtful  nature  can  be 
isolated  at  the  City  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases,  where  25 
beds  are  retained  for  port  cases.

At  Goole,  cases  are  received  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
where  six  beds  are  retained. 


Disinfection. 

The  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station  in  Scarborough 
Street  was  opened  on  the  21st  February,  1901.  The  whole  of 
the  City  and  Port  disinfections  are  carried  out  at  this  station. 
It  is  easy  of  access  and  is  fitted  with  a “ Washington  Lyon  ” 
apparatus.  It  is  large,  up-to-date  and  entirely  efficient. 
Waiting  rooms  and  bath  rooms  for  both  sexes  are  provided. 
Attached  to  the  station  are  shelters  in  which  families  or  a ship’s 
crew  may  be  accommodated  for  a day  or  night  whilst  their 
quarters  are  undergoing  fumigation.  Contacts  may  be  isolated 
in  these  shelters  also.  Rations  are  supplied  from  the  ship 
in  the  case  of  native  crews. 

The  City  Hospital  and  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital  are  each 
equipped  with  a steam  disinfector. 

Motor  ambulances  are  available  at  the  disinfecting 
station  on  telephone  call.

Inspections  at  Goole. 

Your  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  Erskine) 
has  made  medical  inspection  of  vessels  at  Goole  when 
necessary,  and  your  Inspectors  have  also  made  daily  visits  to 
Goole  with  a view  to  inspecting  vessels  at  that  port. 


Disinfection. 

450  articles  were  disinfected  at  the  City  Disinfecting 
Station. 


Bathing. 

Twenty-seven  transmigrants  and  five  seamen  were  treated 
for  scabies  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  during  the  year. 


Mortuary,  &c. 

The  Public  Mortuary  in  Castle  Street  is  large  and  well 
equipped. 
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At  Hull,  there  is  a Crematorium,  which  was  opened  on 
the  2nd  January,  1901.  This  affords  a safe  means  of  disposal 
of  the  bodies  of  those  who  have  died  from  serious  infectious 
disease,  such  as  cholera  or  plague. 

Precautions  against  Introduction  of  Plague  by  Rats. 

All  vessels  are  required  to  place  efficient  rat  guards  on 
their  moorings.  Rat  Catchers  are  employed  by  the  L.  & N.E.R. 
Co.,  by  Ellerman’s  Wilson  Steamship  Line  and  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority.  The  Authority’s  rat  catcher  sets  traps 
on  board  vessels  from  foreign  ports.  The  work  is  done  under 
the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  and  Plague  Regulations  ; poison  is 
not  used.  All  rats  caught  by  the  Authority’s  rat  catcher  are 
brought  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  the  Rat  Officer. 
Specimens  from  each  ship  are  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  bacteriologist.  Specimens  are  also  received 
from  the  companies  mentioned  above. 

Destruction  of  Rats. 

Practically  the  only  rats  found  on  ships  are  the  black 
(Indian)  and  xHexandrian  varieties.  The  brown  rat  does  not  live 
on  shipboard,  but  is  quite  common  on  the  quays  and  in 
warehouses,  where  the  black  rat  is  very  seldom  found  and  never 
in  any  numbers.  The  black  rat  and  its  varieties  never  live 
with  the  brown  rat. 

Fumigation  is  being  carried  out  much  more  frequently 
than  before,  with  the  result  that  rat  population  on  ships  is  not 
so  great  as  formally. 

As  regards  the  frequency  of  fumigation,  in  a series  of 
79  vessels  from  infected  or  suspected  ports,  the  average  period 
since  the  last  fumigation  worked  out  at  five  months. 

Sulphur  dioxide  gas  from  the  burning  of  sulphur  in  pans 
is  the  method  of  fumigation  in  use  here.  A minimum  of  3 
lbs.  of  sulphur  per  1000  cubic  feet  is  required  and  the 
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compartments  are  all  fumigated  simultaneously  and  kept  sealed 
for  6 hours  at  least.  The  work  is  carried  out  chiefly  by  local 
firms  under  the  strictest  supervision  of  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  An  inspector  is  present 
throughout. 

To  comply  with  the  United  States  Board  of  Health 
Regulations,  under  the  heading  of  Quarantine  Regulations  of 
the  United  States  of  America”  (Revised  edition,  June,  1920), 
Sec.  105,  it  is  required  that  the  minimum  quantity  of  Sulphur 
be  3 lbs.  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  for  six  hours  exposure,  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  on  board  vessels. 

During  the  year,  twelve  vessels  were  fumigated  at 
this  port  under  these  Regulations,  and  a Certificate  of 
Disinfection,  signed  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  given  in  each 
case ; copies  of  these  certificates  were  also  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  London,  and  the  American  Consul  at  Hull. 

Fumigations  under  U.S.A.  Regulations  are  carried  out 
at  the  request  of  Owners  or  Agents. 

All  rats  killed  by  fumigation  are  collected  and  specimens 
are  examined  bacteriologically. 

During  the  year,  the  rat  catcher  laid  traps  on  board  208 
ships,  of  which  77  gave  a nil  result. 

Total  rats  trapped  . . . . 5141 

Average  on  131  ships  . . . . 39  rats  per  ship. 

or  an  average  of  24  on  the  total  number  of  ships  on  which 
traps  were  laid. 

A record  is  kept  of  the  number  and  species  of  rats  trapped 
on  the  vessels  (See  Table  “ C.”). 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  as  Bacteriologist,  reports 
that  he  [has  examined  521  rats.  Although  various  infections 
and  pathological  conditions  were  found  in  the  rats  from  time 
to  time,  in  no  case  was  there  any  evidence  of  plague  infection. 

Precautions  against  Plague. 

Ten  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  rats  have 
been  obtained  from  various  sources  through  the  Port  Sanitary 
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Inspectors.  Of  this  number.  521  were  submitted  to  the 
Bacteriologist  for  examination. 

The  rats  were  trapped  (or  found  dead)  in  12  warehouses 
or  sheds  at  the  Alexandra,  Albert,  King  George,  Humber,  Sir 
William  Wright,  Queen’s  and  Victoria  Docks.  In  addition,  a 
number  of  rats  from  stables  and  warehouses  near  the  docks 
were  examined.

Printed  precautions  against  Influenza  continue  to  be 
widely  circulated  amongst  shipowners,  masters  and  crews 
of  vessels. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

All  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  venereal  disease  are 
recommended  to  go  to  the  venereal  clinic  at  the  Hull  Royal 
Infirmary.  Cards  of  warning  as  to  the  dangers  of  neglect  of 
proper  treatment  of  these  diseases  and  giving  the  address 
and  hours  of  the  clinic,  printed  in  English,  French,  Dutch, 
Norwegian,  Swedish,  Danish,  Russian,  Italian  and  Greek  are 
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given  to  Masters  by  the  Port  Sanitary  inspectors,  who  board 
all  vessels  on  arrival.  Information  is  also  given  to  seamen 
suffering  from  Venereal  Disease,  and  who  are  proceeding  to  other 
towns,  where  treatment  can  be  obtained. 

Dr.  Erskine,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
conducts  a venereal  clinic  at  the  Bartholomew  Hospital,  Goole, 
and  cards  showing  the  place  and  time  of  the  clinic  are  distributed 
as  above. 

Water  Supply. 

On  166  vessels,  the  drinking  water  was  found  to  have 
been  obtained  from  rivers  or  at  suspicious  ports,  or  the  tanks 
found  to  contain  deposits. 

Where  the  water  supplies  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
they  were  disposed  of  and  the  tanks  cleansed. 

During  the  year  69  samples  of  drinking  water  were 
obtained  from  vessels  tying  at  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Gooie. 

These  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by 
your  Bacteriologist  (Dr.  P.  M.  Tolmie),  with  the  result  that  19 
of  them  showed  evidence  of  Bacillis  Coli. 

Instructions  were  given  to  Lthe  Masters  of  vessels  to 
pump  out  the  tanks,  cleanse,  cement-wash  and  re-fill  with  water 
from  the  Hull  (or  Goole)  Corporation. 

Visits  to  the  vessels  were  made  by  your  Inspectors  and  the 
tanks  inspected  before  the  fresh  supply  of  water  was  obtained. 

Port  Analyst’s  Annual  Report. 

I beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  1923  I examined  34 
Rats  bacteriologically,  up  to  the  end  of  the  month  of  January, 
when  my  duties  as  Acting  Bacteriologist  to  the  Authority 
ceased  on  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Tolmie. 

All  the  34  rats  were  healthy  and  free  from  plague- 
infection. 

No  chemical  examinations  were  made  during  the  year. 

When  giving  evidence  recently  before  the  “ Preservatives 
and  Colouring  Matters  in  Foods  Committee  in  London,  I was 
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asked  questions  concerning  the  kind  and  amount  of  chemical 
preservatives  found  in  imported  offal  and  other  meat  foods 
coming  into  the  Port  of  Hull.  I think  valuable  information 
might  be  gained  by  having  regular  chemical  examinations 
made  of  such  materials,  if  your  Inspectors  have  powers  to  obtain 
the  necessary  samples.

Dirty  Flooring,  Overhead  Decks,  Sides  of  Vessels. 

In  the  forecastles  or  deck  houses  on  board  108  vessels  the 
flooring,  overhead  decks  or  the  vessels’  sides  were  found  in  a 
dirty  condition,  and  in  all  cases  were  cleansed  without  delay 
at  the  request  of  your  officers. 

Dirty  Beds. 

On  the  advice  of  your  Inspector,  3,834  beds  have  been 
destroyed  on  board  steamships. 

Deceased  Seamen’s  Effects. 

The  clothing,  &c.,  of  2 seamen,  who  had  died  from 
infectious  disease  abroad,  was  removed  to  the  disinfecting 
station  by  your  officers  and  there  disinfected.  They  were 
afterwards  delivered  to  the  Marine  Department,  Board  of 
Trade,  together  with  certificates  of  disinfection. 

Fumigations  on  Vessels  after  Infectious  Disease. 

Eighteen  fumigations  were  made  on  board  vessels 
arriving  in  the  Port  with  infectious  disease  on  board. 

Nuisance  from  Water-closets. 

On  267  vessels  a serious  nuisance  was  being  caused  by 
the  choked  condition  of  the  deck  water-closet  pans.  The 
attention  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  vessels  was  drawn  to 
their  condition,  and  in  each  case  the  nuisance  was  abated.

Smoke  Nuisances. 


Vessels  lying  in  the  Docks  have  been  watched,  and, 
where  necessary,  those  in  charge  of  fires  on  board  steamers 
have  been  cautioned  and  requested  to  be  careful  when  firing 
up,  so  as  to  avoid  creating  a nuisance  from  black  smoke. 

Fore  Peaks. 

On  16  vessels  the  fore  peaks  were  found  to  be  in  a foul 
condition,  caused  by  an  accumulation  of  water.  In  each  case 
the  water  was  removed  and  the  peaks  cleansed  and  disinfected. 

Galley  Refuse  on  Deck. 

Nuisances  have  arisen  on  board  vessels  laid  up  in  the 
various  docks  arising  from  galley  refuse  being  thrown  on  ash 
heaps  on  decks  of  steamers,  the  total  number  being  150. 

Wherever  possible  this  refuse  has  been  destroyed  by  fire 
and  in  other  cases  the  nuisances  have  been  abated  by  the  use 
of  disinfectants  and  covering  up  with  ashes. 

Foul  Bilges. 

On  96  vessels  the  bilges  were  found  to  be  in  a foul 
condition  ; on  notice  being  given  they  were  disinfected  and 
pumped  out. 

Canal  Boats. 

Canal  boats  entering  the  Port  of  Hull  are  inspected  by 
the  Corporation  Canal  Boat  Inspector,  who  keeps  a register 
and  issues  Certificates.
